NASHVILLE  (BP)  -  Football 
more  than  theology1  has  become 
one  of  the  Baptistbloeosphere's 
dividing  lines  this  fall.  Tne  de¬ 
bate  waged  in  congenial  fashion 
focuses  on  football's  aggressive 
nature  and  Christians'  response 
to  its  frequent  violent  hits  and  its 
effect  on  players. 

A  bit  of  common  ground,  how¬ 
ever,  emerges  regarding  foot¬ 
ball’s  appeal  and  its  character¬ 
building  Qualities. 

Football’s  “grace,  precision, 
and  the  crushing  of  bone,"  as 
Owen  Strachan  puts  it,  make  the 
game  appealing.  "There  is  nothing 
quite  like  a  hit  over  the  middle.  A 
ballet-graceful  wide  receiver  at  full 
extension  grate  a  tightly  thrown 
pass  onlv  to  besmacked  down  like 
a  rag  doll  by  a  heat-seeking  safety.  ” 

Strachan,  assistant  profes¬ 
sor  of  church  history  and  Chris¬ 
tian  theology  at  Boyce  College 
in  Louisville,  Ky.,  and  executive 
director  of  the  Council  on  Bibli¬ 
cal  Manhood  and  Womanhood, 
wrote  that  observation  in  a  post 
titled,  Our  Shaken  Faith  in  Foot¬ 
ball,  at  ChristianityToday.com 
in  early  September.

No  other  game  combines

Prince  and  Scroggins  wrote  in 
late  September. 

Prince  is  pastor  of  preaching 
and  vision  at  Ashland  Avenue 
Church  in  Lexington,  Ky.,  and  an 
assistant  professor  of  Christian 
preaching  at  Southern  Seminary. 
Scroggins  is  senior  pastor  of  Fust 
Church  in  West  Palm  Beach,  FI. 

Strachan,  Prince,  and  Scrog¬ 
gins  noted  football’s  wide¬ 
spread  appeal.  It  “provides  a 
place  for  people  of  wildly  dif¬ 
ferent  backgrounds  to  come 
together,"  Strachan  wrote,  and 
serves  “a  profound  communal 
and  civic  function." 

As  Prince  and  Scroggins  put  it, 
“the  atmosphere  and  pageantry'  of 
football  attracts  countless  people 
who  are  fans  of  the  spectacle  more 
than"  the  actual  game. 

Among  numerous  character¬ 
building  qualities  of  the  sport,  the 
trio  agreed  that  it  calls  for  disci¬ 
pline,  determination,  courage, 
teamwork,  and  self-sacrifice. 

"Many  of  these  virtues,"  Stra¬ 
chan  noted,  “line  up  nicely  with 
biblical  character  (t  Cor.  9:27, 
for  example),”  while  Prince  and 
Scroggins  suggested  that  the  Bible 
“draws  a  relationship  between 
sport  and  war"  and  that  “the  les¬ 
sons  learned  from  agonizing 
and  struggling  in  one  can  read¬ 
ily  prove  instructive  for  the  other 
(Heb  12:1-4,  >  Cor  9:24-517.  Eph 

6:12,  Phil  3:13-14)-”

Then  comes  the  debate  over 
how  Christians  should  respond  to 
the  game’s  inherent  risks  as  well 
as  its  potential  cultural  down¬ 
sides.  For  Strachan,  the  harmful 
physical  effects  that  full-contact 
football  has  on  players  and  its 
brutal  nature  raise  “concerns  for 
Christians,  who  of  all  people  have 
the  most  stake  in  human  flour¬ 
ishing  based  on  the  imago  dei, 

the  likeness  of  man  to  Goa  - 

(Gen.  1:26-27).”

concussion-related  inju¬ 
ries,  Strachan  asked,  “[D] 
oes  it  behoove  Christians 
to  reconsider  the  game’s 
violence?  I  think  it  does.” 

Strachan  acknowledged 
that  his  question  raises 
a  “tough  issue"  because, 

“To  lose  football  would  be 
to  see  one  of  the  primary1 
laboratories  for  maturity 
(in  young  men  particularly)  dis¬ 
appear.  It  would  change  America, 
which  has  been  warmly  defined 
as  fundamentally  football  and 
apple  pie.’” 

"Concussions  are  the  scariest 
part  of  the  game"  and  “are  under¬ 
reported  and  under-diagnosed 
in  youth  sports.”  Strachan  wrote. 
Despite  millions  of  children  play  ¬ 
ing  football  nationwide,  he  point¬ 
ed  out  that,  “there  are  almost  no 
studies  of  the  effects  of  youth 
football  on  the  human  brain." 

Also,  the  "culture  of  football 
should  concern  Christians," 
Strachan  wrote,  and  "foot¬ 
ball-related  arrests,  assaults 
on  women  and  tiny  children. 


murders,  drug  charges,  and 
more  should  not  glance  off  the 
evangelical  conscience." 

Instead,  “Christians  should 
be  informed  about  the  nature  of 
football,*  which  is  “affected  by  the 
fall"  and  “not  impervious  to  the 
effects  of  the  curse  of  Genesis  3," 
Strachan  noted 

“Christians  should  think  hard 
about  involving  their  children  in 
such  a  violent  game,"  he  wrote, 
acknowledging  that  “I  would  have

“Some  conscionable.  God¬ 
fearing  Christians  may  strongly 
disagree  with  me,"  Strachan 
wrote,  since  fcxrtball  “affords  joy 
in  a  world  in  which  it  can  be  hard 
to  find...  at  the  end  of  the  day, 
the  punishing  nature  of  the  game 
concerns  me. 

Lessons  from  1905 

Prince  and  Scroggins  pointed 
out  that  Strachan ’s ^question  of 
whether  football  is  too  violent  to 
be  deemed  ethically  acceptable  is 


not  a  new  one."  TTiey  discussed 
the  state  of  Ahe  game  in  1905 
when  Theodore  Roosevelt  was 
president  and  18  men  died  on  the 
college  football  field,  prompting 
calls  to  abolish  college  football 

Roosevelt,  a  fan  of  the  game, 
expressed  the  opinion  that  abol¬ 
ishing  football  plight  result  in 
producing  “mollyayldles  instead 
of  vigorous  men,"  Prince  and 
Scroggins  recounted.  Roosevelt 
moved  to  save  football  and  his 
“efforts  resulted  in  a  few 
changes  that  rescued  the 
manly  game  he  loved." 

The  duo  quote  from 
the  book.  The  Big  Scrum: 
How  Teddy  Roosevelt 
Saved  Football,  by  John 
J.  Miller:  “In  Roosevelt’s 
estimation,  the  foes  of 
football  were  wrong¬ 
headed  idealists  who 
simply  refused  to  ac¬ 
cept  the  risks  that  are 
attached  to  virtually  any 
human  endeavor.  They 
threatened  to  feminize 
an  entire  generation." 

Prince  and  Scroggins  wrote 
that  "Roosevelt's  willingness  to 
listen  to  concerns"  and  his  "de¬ 
fense  of  a  brand  of  football  far 
more  brutish  and  violent  than 
today  is  instructive  for  the  con¬ 
temporary  conversation  about 
the  ethics  of  the  combat  sport. 
We  should  always  be  willing  to 
reform  the  game  in  ways  that  re¬ 
duce  risk  but  do  not  destroy  the 
very  character  of  the  physical  and 
manly  sport." 

Acknowledging  that  the  NFL 
has  "an  ethical  responsibility  to 
inform  players"  about  the  known 
and  potential  dangers  of  football, 
Prince  and  Scroggins  wrote  that. 


"Nevertheless  it  is  wrongheaded 
to  use  data  from  NFL  football 
players  who  have  made  the  game 
their  career  at  the  highest  level 
and  attribute  it  to  everyone  who 
plays  footoJl.” 

Safer  than  playground? 

It  is  tragic,  Prince  and  Scrog¬ 
gins  wrote,  that  "despite  the  logi¬ 
cal  difference,  many  American 
parents  are  keeping  their  chil¬ 
dren  out  of  youth  football."  They 
cite  a  survey  that  25,000  fewer 
kids  played  football  in  the  U.S.  in 
2012  than  only  four  years  before. 
From  a  news  article,  they  quote  a 
pediatric  surgeon  who  said,  "1  tell 
parents  that  it  ’s  safer  to  send  their 
children  to  Pop  Warner  1  football] 
than  to  the  playground.” 

"As  Christians,"  Prince  and 
Scroggins  wrote,  “we  believe  that 
it  is  our  responsibility  to  take 
every  thought  captive  to  obey 
Christ  (2  Cor.  10:5).  This  means 
that  followers  of  Jesus  are  right 
to  question  their  participation  in 
any  activity,  including  football." 

They  lauded  attempts  to  re¬ 
form  corruption  and  cheating  in 
the  game  and  “are  saddened  ev¬ 
ery  time  a  player  gets  injured  on 
the  football  field,  but  no  more  so 
than  when  one  is  injured  in  a  cy¬ 
cling  or  skateboarding  accident." 

Nevertheless,  Prince  and 
Scoggins  wrote,  the  “rugged, 
physically  demanding,  purpose¬ 
ful  aggression  of  football  is  an 
asset,  not  a  liability”  on  the  grid¬ 
iron,  providing  "a  consistent  and 
valuable  metaphor  for  contem¬ 
porary  churches  that  need  to 
remember  that  the  Great  Com¬ 
mission  is  not  a  public  relations 
campaign,  but  rather  a  war  cry 
that  demands  self-sacrifice." 

Sacrifice  and  calculated  risk 
"are  good  things  that  ought  to 
be  curavated  on  a  pathway  from 
boyhood  to  Christian  manhood," 
Prince  and  Scroggins  wrote. 
“Sadly,"  they  noted,  "evangelicals 
seem  to  be  leading  the  movement 
to  train  braverv  and  adventure 
out  of  our  children  in  favor  of  a 
cult  of  safety."-. 

Boys  whose  parents  don’t  al¬ 
low  them  to  participate  in  sports 
like  football,  "because  they  might 
get  hurt.”  will  have  a  difficult  time 
finding  the  apostle  Paul  remotely 
intelligible  when  he  asserts,  “For 
1  am  ready  not  only  to  be  impris¬

He  has  lost  a  lot  over  the 
years  but  his  hope  is  as  strong 
as  ever,  [t  is  the  “hope  we 
have  in  Christ  and  His  com¬ 
ing  again”  that  keeps  us  sane 
in  an  insane  world.  I  ask  you 
not  to  start  worrying  but  be 
concerned  enough  to  ask  the 
hard  questions,  to  seek  the 
truth  because  it  is  the  lies 
that  will  destroy  us.  We  are 
the  “light  of  the  world"  anil 
if  the  world  is  dark— whose 
fault  is  it?

IMB's  administrative  team 
in  2004. 

“This  is  what's  deeply 
disturbing  in  my  heart  as 
I've  come  forward  to  lead 
our  overseas  office  in  global 
strategy,"  Fort  said.  “Our 
field  leaders  have  said, 
'Gordon  if  we  could  mobi¬ 
lize  8,000  missionares,  we 
could  address  ever  single 
unreached,  unengaged  peo¬ 
ple  group.'  Everyonj  in  the 
world  who  has  never  had  a 
witness  could  get  a  witness 
—  and  we  could  stay  healthy 
and  strong  in  die  places 
where  we  nave  a  foothold 
and  are  sharing  the  Gospel 
so  that  the  Gospel  can  find 
root  and  the  church  could 
bear  fruit,  and  we  could  then 
advance  into  the  areas  where 


there's  no  witness  and,  in  our 
lifetime,  we  could  see  liter¬ 
ally  every  language,  people, 
tribe  and  nation  engaged 
with  the  Gospel." 

1MB  has  nearly  5,000 
missionaries  in  the  field.  Part 
of  the  reason  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  are  not  able  to  mobilize 
more  workers  is  because  they 
are  battling  moral  depravity 
at  home,  Fort  said. 

“If  you  look  at  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  church  locally,  if 
the  manifest  presence  of  God 
is  not  being  experienced, 
then  of  course  this  would  be 
no  surprise  to  anyone  here. 
Why  would  we  export  such 
mediocre  Christianity? 

“It  begins  in  church  life.  If 
members  are  transformed, 
you  would  see  the  impact  of 
salt  and  light  in  the  commu¬ 
nity  and  in  the  nation."

that  he  gets  $250  from  the  association 
to  build  each  ramp. 

Some  have  asked  Vaughan  how  he  is 
able  to  do  all  he  does.  “1  tell  them  that 
the  Lord  will  give  you  time  to  do  what 
He  asks  for  you  to  do.  And  I  have  to  say 
that  I  don't  know  where  I'd  be  with¬ 
out  my  wife.  When  1  married  her,  she 
moved  me  up  to  Macedonia.”  She  has 
been  with  him  through  bouts  with  can¬ 
cer  and  heart  disease. 

Workers  on  the  crew  for  this  particu¬ 
lar  job  included  Gerald  Hart,  a  member 
of  Macedonia  Church;  James  Herring, 
Macedonia;  Dick  Douglas,  Fair  River 
Church;  and  Roffie  Burt,  First  Church, 
Brookhaven.  The  youngest  in  the  group 
was  in  his  60s.  Typically,  ramp  recipi¬ 
ents  are  asked  to  provide  funds  for  the 
materials,  if  possible.  Vaughan  and  his 
crews  supply  the  labor. 

“Peck  is  pretty  persuasive,”  said  Her¬ 
ring.  “We  went  to  a  men's  night  meet¬ 
ing  and  found  out  about  this  work." 

“If  you’re  available,  you’ll  find  your¬ 
self  working,”  said  Hart. 

“And  Peck  calls  God  in  on  the  re¬ 
cruiting,"  added  Smith. 

James  Brown  and  Sandra  Patrick 
were  the  recipients  of  the  new  ramp 
at  their  trailer  in  rural  Lincoln  Coun¬ 
ty.  “My  daughter  had  called  when  she 
found  out  these  folks  were  building 
ramps,”  said  Brown,  who  is  wheel¬ 
chair  bound. 

“There  was  a  big  jump'  I  had  to  make 
to  get  out  of  the  trailer,”  Brown  said.  “It 
was  hard  to  get  down  the  old  ramp  be¬ 
cause  of  that  first  step.  So  these  folks 
got  here  this  morning,  started  on  the 
ramp,  and  they're  just  about  through." 

TnLs  was  the  72nd  ramp  Vaughan 
has  been  responsible  for  building.
